Seventy Miles an Hour. 


A speed of 70 miles an hour is equiva- 


lent to 35 yards per second, or 85 yards 
between two beats of a common eight- 
day clock. All objects near the eye of « 
passenger journeying at this rate will 
pass by his eye in the thirty-fifth part of 
a second, according to Dr. Lardner, and 
if thirty-five stakes were erected at the 
side of a line a yard apart, they would 
not be distinguishable one from another, 
and if painted red they would appear 
collectively as a continuous flash of red 
color. 


If two trains of the above velocity 


passed each other the relative speed 
would be 70 yards a second. Supposing

The Walls of Ping Van Battered Down 


and Twenty-Three Hundred Chinese 
Soldiers Killed—Pushing Forward 


to the Mountain Posses. 


IJOSDON, Sept. 18.—A Central News 


dispatch from Seoul says: Within ten 
hours after the conclusion of the hat- 
tie the military engineers had com- 
pleted a field telegraph form here to 
Ping Yan. A large number of prison- 
ers were brought into the Japanese 
camp from houses in which they had 
hidden themselves during the light. 
Several thousand Chinese fled toward 
a valley to the northward, and upon 
finding their retreat in this direction 
cut off, surrendered in a body. Ping 
Yan is being searched in the belief 
that a number of important Chinese 
officers are in hiding in the city under 
the protection of friendly Coreang. 


The number of Chinebe who were 


killed in the battle it. estimated at 
2,300. 


The walls of Ping Yang were badly 


shattered by the cannonade which was 
poured upon them by the guns of the 
Japanese, but the city itself is only 
slightly damaged. 


The Japanese emperor has tele- 


graphed from Hisperma, whtjre the 
headquarters of the army are located, 
congratulating Marshal Count Yama- 
gata upon the success of the Japanese 
army. 
t 
Marshal Yamagata has issued a gen- 


eral order commending the valor of the 
troops which they have demonstrated 
on the battle-field. The order con- 
cludes with an expression of pride oc 
the part of Marshal Yamagata at be- 
ing in command of so brave an army. 


A flying column of the Japanese 


army is pushing northward with the 
object of taking possession of the 
mountain passes. At the same time a 
proclamation has been isiiued promis- 
ing full protection to the Coreans if 
they will refrain from acts of hostility 
toward the Japanese. On the other 
hand, they are informed that if they 
give shelter to or engage in traffic with 
the Chinese they will be summarily 
dealt with by process of martial law. 


A dispatch from Toklo says continu- 


ous artillery salutes are being fired in 
celebration of the victory of the Jap- 
anese army. 


The Shang-Hai Mercury prints a spe- 


cial edition containing dispatches from 
the front, and in its editorial com- 
ments on the result of the battle ex- 
presses full appreciation of the crush- 
ing defeat and great slaughter of the 
picked troops comprising the Chinese 
army engaged. 
The paper dilates 


upon the consequences of the disaster 
to the Chinese army and expresses 
well grounded fear of a speedy Japan- 
ese invasion.

II ft COSTLY FOE AT IASHHGTOI. 


Driven to the Roof and Compelled to 


Jump lor Their Lives—A Number ol 


Buildings Crushed by Falling 
Walls—The Search for Bodies. 


WA8BUT0TON, Sept. 18.—With the ter- 


rible conflagration which destroyed the 
large Knox warehouses and stables, 
and in which three brave firemen lost 
their lives, fresh in the memory of thl 
residents here, a fire alarm at noon 
yesterday called the fire departmentto 
the corner of Massachusetts avenue 
and K street, where fire had been dis 
covered in the mattress factory owned 
and operated by Stumph & Bros. This 
was soon followed by a general alarm, 
and in a short time all of the engines 
in the city were on the scene, but so 
quickly did the flames spread that 
the operatives employed on the fourth 
and fifth floors were obliged to flee t« 
the roof and compelled to jump foi 
their lives before the trucks carrying 
the long ladders had arrived. Four ol 
these jumped, one of them, James E. 
Vaughn, sustaining fractures of both 
legs and internal injuries. He is not 
expected to live. The other three whc 
leaped escaped with more or less severe 
injuries, but all will recover. Albert 
J. Haske had both legs broken and was 
otherwise severely injured. Arthur E. 
Rehans was bruised inwardly and had 
his wrist sprained, and Harry Bacon 
was badly bruised. 


So rapid and complete was the work 


of the flames that within less than 
half an hour from the time of the dis- 
covery of the fire _^he greater part of 
the four walls had fallen in, and by 
9:30 
o'clock the firemen had polled 


down the sole remaining piece of brick- 
work, over twenty feet in height, 
which marked the location of the hand- 
some five-story structure which had 
stood there two hours before. 


By this time the spread of the flames 


ha4 been checked, and at S o'clock the 
work of searching the debris for the 
bodies of those who were known to 
have been in the building and not ac- 
counted for was begun 80 far as 
could be learned the missing ones are: 
Henry Fowler, Phil Aekerman, Robert 
Reitzel, William 
Tennyson. Willie 


Ashe, a little boy, and one other, an 
engineer, name unknown; and this in- 
cludes all of the dead. 


It was not long before the searchers 


found three bodies, close together, 
about fifteen feet from the K-street en- 
trance, every particle of clothing 
burned from them and the bodies 
charred beyond hope of recognition. 
One of them, of smaller stature than 
the others, is supposed to be that of the 
boy. 
It was not until 5:30 that the 


searchers could fairly begin their 
work. 


The three bodies lie at the morgue, 


barely distinguishable ons from the 
other, except from the numbers placed 
on the charred corpses. 


A CRISIS REACHED. 


Mining In the M»s«lllon District to be Re- 


gained Under Guard. 


CLEVELAND, O., Sept. 17.—A crisis 


IBS been reached in the Massillon coal 
district, and at a secret meeting held 
in this city to-day it was determined 
to put men at work at once under 
guard. Every operator in the district 
was represented at the meeting. The 
secret committee which has been ar- 
ranging for the opening of the mines 
has secured 300 colored miners from 
West Virginia. These men are all 
ready to come into the district. They 
will be protected by an armed guard 
under command of a Cleveland mili- 
tary man, and will be sheltered in 
tents until permanent quarters can be 
constructed. The fifth regiment of 
this city will be called in case of 
trouble. Work will be commenced 
some day this week. 


Darkness added to the difficulties at- 


tending the search for the other three 
bodies, but a new corps of workmen 
went to work with the aid of lanterns 
to continue the search until all are 
found. 


The fire, besides destroying the 


Stumph building, consumed the Wood- 
ruff building, a factory, where all of 
the government files are made, and the 
falling walls of 
these buildings 


crushed 
Hall 
& Cammack's fur- 


niture house, filled Benner's mar- 
ble yard and injured the homeo- 
pathic dispensary building on the 
Massachusetts-avenue side. On the K- 
street side O. Fennstein's horseshoers' 
establishment, an oyster depot and a 
building oecnpied by a, Gospel mission 
and the Horse and Cattle Food Co. suf- 
fered demolition. 


The loss on the Stumph building is 


in the neighborhood of $50,000; insur- 
ance, 815,000. The loss entailed by the 
destruction of the Woodruff building is 
unknown, and the other structures 
were mostly of wood and not very val- 
uable. The entire loss will probably 
be about $85,000.

The splendid bright yettow of the 


modern canaries was gained by care- 
fully mating all those In which the yel- 
low color showed most conspicuously. 
But there are equally beautiful vane- 
ties which are neither green nor yel- 
low, and yet have been established for 
nearly two centuries. To a naturalist 
the "permanence of the variations' 
should be almost as interesting as the 
"permanence of type." The "lizard" 
canaries, for example, are spangled all 
over the breast, back and shoulders 
with elegant spots of silver or gold 
tints. The "cinnamons" are of a most 
beautiful mixed tint of orange and 
mealy gray. Norwich canaries with- 
out crests are a brilliant yellow. Others 
are yellow or buff, with crests as regu- 
lar as a hair out round the rim of a bar- 
ber's basin. 
Yet most of the best known breeds 


pf the present day existed as early as 
the end of the seventeenth century. 
Mr. G. Barnesby, in his work on the 
canary, mentions a book published in 
1709, 
in which twenty-eight varieties 


are mentioned, comprising nearly all 
those of the present day. When per- 
fection of form has been attained, per- 
fection of color becomes the object of 
the canary exhibitor. Some of the lit- 
tle birds appear in orange plumage, 
which exceeds in depth and richness 
the colors of the orioles or tropical 
tanagors, 
"Buff" is the name by 


which this tint is known to "the 
fancy." who, like most specialists, at- 
tach a different set of meanings to 
words in common use, when applied to 
the mysteries of their craft. The 
means by which this beautiful tint is 
conveyed to the plumage of a pale, al- 
most primrose yellow, bird like the 
"Norwich plain" canary, is so mechan- 
ical that if it were not for the part 
played by nature in transferring pig- 
ment from food to teachers, it would 
deserve classing with the manufacture 
of green carnations and blue roses by 
steeping the stems in dyed liquid*. 
, When about nine or ten weeks old 
the young bird molts its first feathers 
completely and acquires the plumage 
of adult canaryhood. At this period 
the owner devotes all the cosmetic ex- 
perience acquired in a thousand gener- 
ations of canary coloring to artificially 
darken and enrich the tint of the new 
feathers. Probably there is no other 
creature in the world, not excluding 
the beauties of the east, which goes so 
thoroughly into training to gain a com- 
blexion, for the molt lasts for a couple 
bf months, and during the whole time 
jthe cosmetic process is never neglected. 
[It consists entirely in feeding the bird 
on food containing yellow coloring 
matter, mainly from natural vegetable 
jlyes. The first step is to induce it to 
eat the flowers of marigolds. Canaries,1 
Jike most other finches, are fond of 
Bulling to pieces and eating the petals 
bf flowers, and there is seldom much 
Difficulty in teaching them to eat the 
brilliant blossoms. No morsel of green 
{leaves is allowed in the cage, but fresh 
marigolds are given as long as they, 
Will touch them, the ardent "fancier" 
ibeing recommended to grow the 
.flowers in relays in his garden. Saf-| 
jfron cake and saffron water form 
the solid and liquid asoompaniments, 
of tlje marigold flowers, to which 
'cayenne-pepper is sometimes added.] 
This gives an almost scarlet shade to 
sonte of the feathers, but sometimes 
injures the health of the bird. But, 
saffron seems perfectly harmless, and 
the canary eats and drinks the yellow- 
dyed food as gaily as the sparrows steal' 
the saffron fibres from the crocuses 
themselves in the early spring. Vari- 
ous patent "colorings" are also used, 
and are exhibited in front of the birds 
whieh have thrived on them like food 
and milk at a show of prize babies. 
Cochineal water is perhaps the deepest 
in tint of any food given, but this does 
not impart the characteristic red which 
it produces as a dye. 


As the shades of-orange and yellow 


suffer from dust and dirt, canaries are 
most carefully bathed before exhibi- 
tion. A shaving brush, warm water, 
and soft soap are the usual means em- 
ployed, and a practical hand will 
wash canaries by the dozen, at the rate 
of seven or eight minutes each, trans-, 
ferrmg each bird after its final douche 
and rubbing with a soft cloth, into the 
drying cage, which stands, before the 
fire. Precision and "boldness «of at- 
tack" are the qualities for a successful 
washer; canaries, like babies, being apt 
to catch cold and "become miserable if 
the process be unduly prolonged. 
"Color feeding" is, on the whole, the 
most anxious and exciting preliminary 
to exhibition, and fully deserves the 
honor of a quotation from Epictetus, 
which Mr. Barnesby, in his authorita- 
tive work on the habits of his pets, 
has prefixed to his chapters on the sub- 
ject.—London Spectator. __
